"I pardon in fnll tho«e who have 
been_ iirosccuted lor t!io criim' (;f robel- 
lioa. Rebels prosecated tor common 
orimet, independent of rebellion, will be 
pardoned aa rebels, hot judged on of' 
fenses committed by them. 

"Those fiulTering sentences imposed 
prior to the dat^ of this idiot will have 
their sentences commnted t i a certain 
extent, and perhaps in some cases in 
fnll. Persons pardoned shoald appear 
beforo the civil and military aathorities 
at their respective places of residence, 
which they will designate, and which 
will bo commnnioated to nu*. Shoald 
they designate places of residence oat 
side the principal towns, they will be 
advised of the necessity of residing 
within the military zone of cultivation 
The military aathorities will be corefal 
not to invade the jorisdiction of the 
civil aathorities. Therefore, those par- 
doned can not chan. e their residence 
without obtaining the permission of 
both civil and militarr aathorities." 

Captain General Blanoohas issned a 
circular to the Spanish military com 
manders in the different provinces of 
Cuba instructing them to favor the 
owners of sagar estates by all means in 
thdr power and to encourage those wh > 
may oe lees disposed than others to 
grind their oane.

Tturae of Them Won In Cloa* 
After Hard Flghtlnv. 

Key West, Fla., Nov. 10.— The Za- 
mora battalion at Jnnio, near OaUjiran. 
in Santa dan provinoe, has had a sec- 
ond encounter with the patriots. The 
Spaniards attacked the Ouban camp, 
bat the Cubans defeated the Spaniards 
and obliged them to retreat, leaving 
arms, ammunition and blankets behind 
them. Twelve Spaniards were killed 
and 81 wounded. 

The fotoei under Oeoetal Lopes 
Amor, while oondnctlng a convoj from 
Pegoitato MansaniUo in Santiago de 
OuM provinoe were attacked by the 
patriow al Bio Tara. The Onbane cap- 
tured moat of the conroy after a hard 
fll^t. 

At Junio in Santa Olara provinoe, the 
foroeeof Ranohurelo was attacked by 
the patriots under Oepera The Span- 
iards were compelled to retreat. 

The forces of the San Quenten bat- 
tery attacked a Cuban hospital at the 
Roeaco plantation, killing several of the 
patients and nurses. 

SILVER HEELS BACK. 

StaeL.nded Fart of Her Cari;i> In C'u'm 
Without Molaatatlon. 

Nxw YOBX, Nov. 10.— The tug P. U. 
Wise, which, with the alleged flUbus- 
tering schooner, Silver Heels in tow, 
gave United States Marshal McCarthy 
and a posse of deputies tho slip on the 
night of CJct. 17, has returned to her 
aootistomed haunts along the water 
front, and the crew that manned heron 
her recent trip has left in a body. Aft- 
er leaving the tng they said that the 

fUlver Heels was, as suspected a filibus- 
tering sehooner. 
Part of this cargo, they said, reached 
C»bil after having been transferred to 
the tug Dauntless. The cargo was first 
landed on one of the Bahmaa, and was 
discovered by the British authorities 
before the Dauntless was entirely laden. 
What remained was oonflscated. 



NOT AT AIX WARLIKE. 

SsBAr RaKStta Declare* Spain's Sentiment. 
Toward tha United Slate*. 

Madbid, Not. 10.— In response to a 
cable meeeage from a non-official Amer- 
ican BOuroe, Senor Sagasta, the premier, 

has sent the following cabled declara- 
tion through Senor Dupuy de Lome, 
tho Spanish minister at Washington : 

"So far from seeking a pretext to de- 
clare war against the United States, 
Spain would regard it as .a great mis- 
fortune to be given the occasion for 
Buch an unhappy resolution. Animated 
as she is by the m6st amicable leaiti- 
mentt toward the great republio, Spain 
hoy^l America, that the latter will 
do iti utmost to fortify sentiments of 
friendship for the sake and welfare of 
both countries, while at the same time 
respecting the rights of Spain." 

■yalB^ Baplr to Woodford** Koto. 

Wabhinotos, Nov. 10.— The full text 
of Spain's reply to the Woodford note 
was read at the cabinet meeting yester- 
day. Its tone was very pacific, and iu- 
igpkd of being at all warlike, was re- 
ceded by the cabinet as very satisfac- 
tory, and as calculated to aUaj M17 fear 
of a hostile outbreak. 



Jacksonville, Fla., Nov. 10.— A 
strange vessel, supposed to be a Spanish 
man-of-war, was yesterday sighted off 
the coast here. It is supposed to be 
waiting to exercise the right of search 
upon aUeged filibiuters. 



HERO O F FORT FISH2R. 

Daatit of Koar Admiral Alasaadar Celdaa 
Bhta«. V. t. y. 

New York, Nov. 10.— Rear Admiral 
Alexander Colden Rhind, U. S. N., is 
dead at his home in this city. He had 
been couflued to his bed for five weeks. 

Admiral Rhind was bom in this city 
Oct. 81, 1821, his father being a pomi* 
nent ship owner in those days, who aft- 
erward became distinguished in the 
diplomatic service of his country as 
plenipotentiary to Constantinople in 
IH'iT. After receiving an education in 
this city, tho future admiral entered 
the navy as a midshipman in 1838, re- 
ceiving hifi apix>iiitmont from Alabama. 
He betaiuo a houtonant March 17, 1854, 
and at the breaking out of the war v,as 
in command of the steamer Crusader of 
the South Atlantic blockade 8(iaadron. 
He performed operations in Edisto 
BOQiid, for which he received th«3 thanks 
of the navy department, and was in 
01)111 iiiand of the Keokuk during the at- 
tack on Charleston April 7, IH'ilt, when 
he ran Ins ship to within f)'>0 feet of the 
walls of Fort Humtor, drawing the tire 
of all the forts upon her. She was 
struck 90 times in »U minutes, and 19 
shot struck her below tlie wat^r line, 
she floatinif during the night, but sank 
early the following mOfmngt bat all 
hands were saved. 

TlirouKh the next year Commander 
Rhind was in James river assisting 
General (irant, ami commanded several 
vessels, atnong them tho Paul Jones, 
the Wabash and Agawam. It was at 
the attack on Fort Fisher, however, that 
he won his greatest renown. Assisted 
by Lieutenant Preston and a volunteer 
crew from his own sliip. he commanded 
the Louisiana, which loaded with 'Jl.'> 
tons of gunpowder and boonbs. bct to 
explode by clockwork, was towed close 
to the fort. The officers and men were 
taken off by the steamer Wilderness. 
The powder boat blew up as expected, 
but did little injury to the fort. 

This operation was suggested by Gen- 
eral Benjamin F. Butler, and Admiral 
l«orter, who detailed the oflicors, in his 
report said: "Commander Rhiud and 
Lieutenant Preston engaged in tho most 
perilous adventure that was perhaps 
ever undertaken. As an incentlTe I 
beg leave to recommend them for pro- 
motion. Kone in the squadron consid- 
er that their lives would be saved, and 
Commander Rhind and Lieutenant 
Preston had made an arrangement to 
sacritice themselves in case the vessel 
was boarded, a thing likely to ha]

claimed that if Chinamen are allowed 
to go to work ht-ro and clsowlu're it will 
only be a matter of time when mines 
eniployiiif; that kind of labor will be 
'.ihlf to nndiTscll tliosf ciiiplnymi,' r-killcd 
hands, and thus the price will be u^Min 
forced down. The situation hire is 
Io<iki (I upon by busiiies.s men as most 
serious. The (,"hinese (luestion has i)ut 
an entirely new pliase upon it. It means 
to strt ator alone the disjdaoemeut of 
about 3,000 men. 

C0MPR0MI8B AFFECTED. 
Five Hnadred Stvlkars Will itPturn to 
Work In tha Braoavllle Mine. 

Braidwood, Ills., Not. 10.— Five 
hundred coal miners, who have been on 
a strike since July 4, will return to 
work in the Eracevilli- mine tomorrow 
morning. Tho men will receive i7 1-2 
cents per ton, an advance of 10 cents; 
no rent will be collected for the strike 
period and ooal will be supplied to them 
at a reduction of t,o cents piar ton. 

Talk of importing OUnese labor to 
fill the places of strikers in the other 
mines of this district continues to ex- 
cite strong comment among the strik- 
ers. Work was continued on the stock- 
ade at Carbon Hill, where it is said the 
Chinamen will be put to work. 

A meeting was held last night to elect 
delegates to a general conference at 
Streator, which will determine whether 
or not a compromise will be accepted 
similar to the one at Braceville. W. D. 
Ryan, state secretary of the mine work- 
ers was present and read a telegram 
from his reprisentative at yjjringfield. 
saying that Ciovernor Tanner would 
prohibit tho importation of Chinese 
labor. This message h;id a oheeriin? 
cfTect tlironghout the district and the 
feeling among the English speaking 
miners is that there will be no serious 
trouUe.

NO LIV ES WER E LOST. 

The Negro Saetlon of tha Oaorgfat Insane 
Aiylam Doatroyed hjr Flro. 

MlLLEUOEVtLLE, Gu., Nov. 10.— The 

negro section of the Ceorgia insane asy- 
lum burned yesterday. There were 
within the walls at tlie time the tire 
broke out, inmates and all, over 7U<) 
persons, but the efficiency of adminis- 
tration was such that no lives were lost. 
Tho group of buildings constituting the 
section covered about four acres. 

The fire started in the attic, above 
one of tlie wards on the east side and 
was discovered by Dr. Oetall, who was 
nttt'iidiiig one of the jjatieiits. The 
tire walls of the building did not extend 
to the roof and a consequence the fire 
traveled under the roof and dropped tlie 
sparks below. The tier being divided 
by solid brii k walls, the progress of the 
fire was slow but very steady, about IC 
hours elapsing beforti it was checked. 
Portions of the section were saved, but 
the major part was gutted. The asylum 
water service was e.\cellent and was re- 
inforced by engines from the fir(> de- 
partment from Macon, :.(» miles away, 
which \v ere Lrou;<ht here upon a special 
train. 

Dr. Powell, suiierintendeiit of th*» 
asyluni. estimates the loss at .about 
^!loo,()i)0, including buildings and furni- 
ture, upon wliicii there is insurance of 
about jO per cent. Then; was rooiu 
enough in tlie other builtlintrs to ti'iiipo- 
rarily lare for those disloiiged by tiu^ 
lire. Tho legislature of (Jeorgia is now 
in session and prompt relief will be 
granted. 

GAS WASTE IN INDIANA. 

Stops Balng Taken to I'nt • Stop to It in a 
Legal aCnnaer. 

Indianapolis, Not. 10.— Governor 
Mount, Attomery General Ketcham 
and the state natural gas insjieetor will 
hold a meeting this afternoon at which 
vigorous steps will be employed looking 
to the snppiessiou of the natural gas 
wfwta in Indiana. The waste is largely 
in the territory that is being prospected 
for oil. 

The governor is receiving many pro- 
tests from residents of the gas belt, in 
which it is stated that the ^.-as pressure 
at many stations is showing a decrease 
and that within the past (id days enough 
gas has been permitted to go tt) waste 
in tho neighborhood of Alexandria to 
supply the entire state for one year. 
The attorney general will take up the 
matter and injunction proceedings will 
follow if necessary. A court has al- 
ready held that the anti-gas waste law 
is oonstilntionaL 

Aboriginal Footprint* on a Rook. 
Jkfkkusonvii.lk, Ind., Nov. 9. — A 
ledge of rocks, cropping out on a small 
water course on the farm of Hiram 
Staen, near Henryville, has recently 
been washed off by the rains, and a 
curious thing has been exposed. Upon 
the rock appear about iTi footprints, ex- 
actly as if made by men walking bare- 
footed over soft ground. It is supposed 
that they had been made by aboriginal 
inhabitants, who walked orer what is 
now rook while it was still in a soft 
state.

The gas generated caught fire, caus- 
ing the explosion. About 800 girls em- 
ployed by the company were in the 
building at the time, and 100 on the 
floor where the explosion occurred. 

Lizzie Hurk was probably fatally 
burned, tlie flesh on her limbs droi)i)ing 
off. P.ertha Ingle was cut about the 
head, and a numbiT of other girls were 
slightly injured. The others escaped. 
All the windows in the third floor were

Kew Series To Be issued by the (iovenmit 
Early in December. 



The Government is to iasue a new 
seiies of postal cards early in December, 
the first prints of which will be eagerly 
sought by collectors, as they are prom- 
ised to be of especial artistic merit. It 
has recently been disclosed that some of 
the smaller countries, taking advantage 
of the eagerness of collectors and the high 
prices paid by tbem, have issued numer 
oas "limited editions" of postal cards, 
which have sold for lartic i)rpininiiii. 

It is interesting to note that our <iov- 
emment prints over half a billion cards 
annually for domestic ii«e in this country, 
while last year only 4,700 "international' 
cards were sold here. Many will remem 
her the first cards issued; these had 
straight lines on their address face, at 
which the public felt so insulted that 
they refused to purchase, and the issue 
had to be called in. By the way, A ustria 
was the originator of the postal card,aud 
that only twenty-seven years ago.

I'AHKf KPBLBO, W. Va., NoV. 8.— JudgC 

Jackson, of the United States Court, to- 
day rendered his decision in the injunc- 
tion cases of William Butler and H. C. 
Berry, United States Storekeepers, and 
J. G. Ruckman, Uni ed States Gauger, at 
the Hannis Distillery, against A. B. 
White, Internal Revenue Collector for 
West Virginia. The decision is upon 
demurrers and answers of defendants, 
which by stipulation wen lieard to- 
gether. 

The object of the bills was to restrsin 

the Collector from removing tbe plain- 
tiffs from their positions as Ganger and 
Storekeepers In tbe distillery or trans- 
ferring them to any other and subordi- 
nate poaitlona in the same. Judge Jack- 
son in his decidonsays: 

"These officers were commissioned by 
the UoTemment and assigned to duty 
and were in the active discharge of the 
functions of their respective oOices when 
defendant, White, was appointed'Collec- 
torof Internal Revenue for the district of 
West Virginia. U is alleged that the de- 
fendant is about to remove tbe plaintiffs 
in these actions upon political grounds 
and it is claimed that neither defendant 
nor tbe appointing power has the right 
to remove tbe incumbents from their 
offices for political reasons." 

The dedsion condudee : "Fhrst, that 
the act known as the Civil Service act, is 
constitutional, that Congress baa not del- 
egated to the President and Commission 
egislative powers, thai by Rule 3, Sec- 
tion 10, Internal Revenue Service has 
been i)laced under the Civil Service act 
and rules made in pursuance of it, that 
the plaintiffs are officers of the Govern- 
ment in tbe Internal Revenue Service, 
that they cannot be removed from their 
positions except for caucus other than 
political, in which event their removal 
must be made under the terms and pro- 
visions of the Civil Service Act and the 
rules promulgated under it, which by 
uft of Congress became part of the law, 
that the attempt to change the rank and 
position of the officers in these cases is 
in violation of tbe Civil Service act, that 
the Court of Equity has jurisdiction to 
restrdn the appointing power from re- 
mbring'the officers from their potions 
if such removals in v|olltfon ot the 
Civil aervlpeacV 

Tile Jndge therefore overruled the de> 
murrers and perpetuated tbe injunction. 
Colonel White gave notice of appeal and 
the case will be taken to the Supreme 
Court, it being understood that a ruling 
on the important questions raised is 
much desired by tbe Internal Revenue 
Borean.

(te BMjoritjrof omm aothinf .mot* or 
leia than TioioameM, oglinem, or, to 
QM their favorite expresrion, "pnre dev- 
iliihness." The lopicnl Roqumro of this 
line of reasoniuK wuh that the iiifirmity 
was •omethiiig to lie erailicatcd by ehas- 
tiaement given in allopathic doines. 
More than one sufferer haa been uierci- 
leMljr whipped and nuugr another has 
been chained and starred with the Tiew 
to exorcise the evil spirit that was pop- 
ularly supposed to be the cause of all 
the trouble. The starvation part of all 
the treatment might have given favor- 
able results, as extreme reduction of the 
physical itjatem often remoiTea the olonds 
fhnn the mental, bat ometty or bmtal- 
Ity is the won! possible remedy for af- 
flictions of this nature, simply a^Kra- 
vatiii« and iuereasiug them without the 
faintest hope of beueiit. Disturbances of 
the pr^ohic half of tiie human econo- 
my are even more nomercms and impor 
taut than thoM affecting the physical 
and materiaL 

One of the misfortunes of patients 
who suffer from mental disorders is the 
lack of appreciation of the grave nature 
of their disease. Even eminent medical 
men, especially those who are them- 
aelvetin the enjoyment of robust health, 
find it difBcnlt to appreciate the more 
delicate phases of ncrvons distress. 
Merely a lu rvous uttat k means a groat 
deal more than the average ptTson is 
capable of onderstanding. The horrors 
that dnster aroond even the milder 
forms of insanity an such that the 
mereit shadow of mental disturbance 
demands the moat thorongh and intel- 
ligent treatment. Ministering to a mind 
diseased is a phase of the physiciim's 
work that is too little understood and 
receives much less attention than its 
importanoe warrants. — ^New York Led- 
gor. 

Tvnlas Solntloiu. 

The formtilas for toning solutions are 
almost witlmut numbe r, but tho toning 
process wiiit li gives the" best re.sults for 
aristo papers — the papers most com- 
monly used — is the one in which tho 
toning and fixing are done separately. 
A favorite bath is made as follows: 
Make a stock solntion of IB grains of 
chloride gold and sodium (jirico, 40 
cents) and 7 ounces water and a satu- 
rated s(]luti(iu of bicarbonate of soda. 
A saturated solution is u liquid which 
contains a little moru of the substance 
placed in it than it can dissolve and is 
shown by a deposit at the bottom of the 
bottle or vessel in which it is placed. 
Mark tho bottle containing tho gold 
"Ciold Solulinn, " and the bottle cou- 
taiuing tho suda "Bicarbonate of Soda 
Solution." To make tho toning bath 
take one-half ounce at the gold solntion 
and add ounces of water. Dip a 
piece of blue litmus jiapor into tho soln- 
tion, and if it does not turn the pajxr 
red add a- little more of the gold. Then 
put in enough of the bicarbonate of sodo 
solution to turn tho litmus paper back 
to blue. The soda should be adited a few 
drops at a time and the mixture stirred 
with a glass rfxl. Mix the bath half an 
hour before needwl for uso. Place tho 
prints in this bath, and tone till near! 
the desired color. Rinse and place tor 
five minutes in a fixing bath composed 
of an ounce of hypoeulpbite of soda and 
8ounoeiof water. Wash in running 
water for half an hour.— Haiper's 
Round Table.
